DIET AND HEALTH 


How New Diseases Appear and Disappear

DISEASES appear, flourish and die. 


Borne of tlie most devastating epi- 
demics that the world has even aeon 
were caused by diseases which most 


modern 
physi- 


cians have nev- 
er had an op- 
portunity to be- 
c o m e familiar 
with, such as 
typhus or spot- 
ted fever, jail 
t e v e r. t li e 
p l a g u e , t h e 
Black D e a t h . 
Few mo d e r n 
physicians have 
much acquaint- 
a n c o w i t h 
smallpox. 
And 


yet these dln- 
Dr. Clendening 
e a s e s have 
wiped out more 


populations than all the wars from 
Alexander to Napoleon. 


Modern civilization, however, has 


Its own disease. For Instance, death 
and dlsahilily from automobile acci- 
dents. 
The 
introduction 
of 
the 


wholesale use of new drugs frequent- 
ly uncovers new diseases, such as the 
curious blood disease called "agranu- 
locytosis", in which the white cells of 
the blood disappeared, which was due 
to the use of the drus, amldopyrine, 
quite popular a few years ago. 


For one reason or another we have 


also had entirely new infectious dis- 
eases In the United States—for in- 
stance. umUiIant fever r,nd tularemia 


The greatest mystery, however. Is 


the disease which used to be ver> 
common, called "chlorosis". I notice 
in the Annals of Medical History an 
article which is called "Chlorosis— 
An Obituary", and the phra»<j repre- 
sents the true fact, because chlorosis 
apparently no longer exists. 


Called MGr««m SickneM" 


The disease occurred entirely in 


young girls at about the onset o 
womanhood, and was often 
oalie<J 


'the green sickness". The nam* \a 
supposed to describe the color which 
he patient presented and which 
made diagnosis possible on sight, but 
those who are old enough to remem- 
ber It will echo the words of an oml- 
icnt physician who said, "It takes 
the eye of faith to see any justlfl- 
•ation for the title of the disease. It 
one exercises a great deal of Imag- 
ination, one may possibly see tha 
slightest Imaginable tint of olive 
(,'reen In the shadow beneath the chin, 


t that Is all. To the ordinary eye, 


tho color Is a yellowish pallor In 
brunets, and a whitish, although ex- 
treme, jiallor In blondes." 


It was a form of anemia which 


waa cured by Iron. 
Why It should 


have been so prevalent fifty years 
ago and gone today, nobody knows, 
unless modern food ha-blts, with the 
use of green vegetables', Include more 
iron In the diet. I havo a little the- 
ory of my own that H Is not quite 
so Infrequent today as wo are led 
to believe, but that it la covered up 
with cosmetics. 


When I was In Edinburgh a good ^i 


many years aso, there were several v f i 
wards of the Royal Infirmary filled ( - ^ 
with these patients. On my last vis- 
it I asked where they were and was 
met by a shrug of the shoulders, so 
I suppose my cosmetic theory only 
covers a few of the cases, and t$at 
there really is a great diminution. 
Let us hope it means that In our gen- 
eration a better and richer diet IB 
furnished to all groups of the popu- 
lation.

operation, the state tax commis- 
sion, reveals. 


When the cost of administration 


is deducted from the proceeds, the 
remainder will go into the state 
public school fund. Although the 
exact adinir.ifitra' ivo costs are not 
available now, it is believed tin* 
use tax will yield a comparatively 
snail revenue. The law was en- 
acted by the legislature late in 
1035 to supplement the Ohio saicH 
t?x on articles purchased in the 
state. The use tax was designed 
to prevent the state from losing 
tax revenues on articles purchased 
outside Ohio but 
consumed 
or 


stored in Ohio. • 


Law Expires Next March 


The use tax law became effec- 


tive Jan. 1, 1936. It will expire on 
March 31, 1937, unless re-enacted 
by the legislature. 


The three per cent tax is levied 


in the same manner as the sales 
tax; one cent for a purchase of 
from 9 to 40 cents; twe cents for 
a purchase of from 41 to 70 cents; 
three cents for a purchase of from 
71 cents to $1.08. 


State tax commission officials 


have indicated that the use tax 
law is directed at firms or other 
large purchasers buying supplies 
outside Ohio and thereby escaping 
the sales tax. It also seeks to pre- 
vent the purchase of automobiles 
outside Ohio to escape the sales 
tax.

He was commissioned lieutenant 
of heavy artillery, and January, 
1918, found him in France with 
the French army and U. S. 65th 
artillery. He served through all 
major engagements. 


In 1919 Steiwer was back in 


Pendleton. 
He joined the Amer- 


ica Legion, and since then has been 
its champion at home and through- 
out the United States. He fought 
for the bonus, and probably owes 
his first election to the senate (in 
1926) to Oregon's strong Legion 
organization. 


First Senate Race 


U. S. Senator Robert N. Stan- 


field, from Stanfield, Ore., about 
35 miles 
from Steiwer's home 


town, fell out with Oregon Repub- 
licans early in his term. His neigh- 
bor offered himself, and on Oct. 18, 
1925, 
Fred Steiwer became an 


avowed candidate for the nomina- 
tion. 
He defeated Stanfield and 


faced Bert Haney, Democrat, for- 
mer shipping board member, and 
now judge of the U. S. district 
court of appeals at San Francis- 
co. 


Steiwer had Anti-Saloon league 


backing; he pledged to support 
President Coolidge, and was for 
world court adherence. But his po- 
litical path was not one of prim- 


roses. In August, 1926, it wa» 
charged he had improperly filed 
election expenditures ami a grand 
jury investigation was threatened; 
ex-Senator Stanfield threatened to 
run as an independent; Steiwer 
was assailed because he had re- 
pudiated the McNary-Haugen bill, 
and as election neared the Pendle- 
ton Ministerial association turned 
down his indorsement. And not 
until Oct. 30 did he get a luke- 
warm indorsement from Senator 
McNary of Oregon, now senate 
minority leader. The two are not

iwer put into good use his college 
debating experience, a n d w a s 


i elected. 


Old-Line Republican 


In 1927 Steiwer shocked liberal 


Oregonians when he voted to seat 
William S. Vare, of Pennsylvania, 
and Frank I. Smith of Illinois, 
Old Guarders whom the senate 
refused to seat. His alliance with ! 
old-time Republicans has been con- 
sistent ever since. 


Steiwer took to Washington po- 


litical water like a duck. In 1930 
he was vice chairman of the Re- 
publican senatorial campaign com- 
mittee to elect western senators. 
He supported President Hoover on 
most 
occasions, and was men- 


tioned prominently when Hoover 
sought to fill Oliver Wendell Hol- 
mes' place on the supreme court. 


It was with caution that Ste- 


iwer campaigned for re-election 
in 1932. He did not mention Hoo- 
ver, and despite an overwhelming 
state vote for Roosevelt, he (was 
returned to the senate. Political 
wiseacres attribute this miraole to 
his weak Democratic opponent. 


Today Senator Steiwer is one of 


the New Deal's most 
caustic 


critics. With the ardor of college 
debating days, he assails it on 
every hand.
